Reading of Hindi books and conversation in Hindi’’. 

(2) Under “Notes” the following notes shall be inserted, namely:— 

“(vi) The examination in Paper VIII will apply only to those probationers 
who were appointed to the Service on or after 22nd May 1954 or, 
having been appointed earlier, were warned that they would be 
required to pass a test in Hindi. 

(vii) The pass marks in Paper VIII will be 50 per cent, notwithstanding the 
provisions of Rule 8(ii).”
